The movement to obtain an equal 
electoral franchise in Prussia found 
champions in unexpected quarters 
today when leading Conservatives 
joined in a public decelaration call- 
ing on the government promptly to 
enact legislation in favor of election 
reform. Their call, which is an un- 
equivocal indorsement of the agita- 
tion carried on by the Social Demo- 
crats for many years, bears the date 
of June 30, but it was only made 
public today. It reads: 

“The mighty struggle in which the

“Today such doubt is intolerable. 
To keep that faith with the Ger- 
man people to which it is entitled it 
is needful to take thie work in 
hand without further delay. We 
therefore do not hesitate puDlicly to 
emphasize the need of the hour 
which demands of the government 
that it forthwith place before the 
diet a draft of an election reform 
which not only calls for a general, 
direct, secret ballot, but for an equal 
voting franchise for all; and further 
that the government in addition give 
effective, visible expression of the 
confidence to which the German peo- 
ple are entitled.“

Repulse of Austrian Attack on the 
Carso Reported by Italy. 


IENNA, July 3 (via London, 
V July 4.)——The withdrawal of

Further attacks were not 
undertaken. 

Near Koniuchy several strong at- 
tacks were sanguinarily repulsed. In 
the region near Breezany the Rus- 
sians were obliged to pause in the 
battle because of their failures and 
heavy losses.

It was 
necessary, suffrage leaders said, to 
use threats of a Congressional inves- 
tigation to obtain the return of the 
ball previously. 

Tentative plans were made after 
the arrests of the first two groups to 
hold a third demonstration today, 
but later they were abandoned. 

Promptly at noon five of the pick- 
ets, led by Miss Mabel Vernon of 
Nevada, headed toward the White 
House. Several policemen preceded 
the marchers and advised them that 
they would not be arrested as long 
as they remained on the north side 
of Pennsylvania avenue and did not 
walk on the White House side. 

As the pickets reached the north- 
east corner ef the White House 
grounds police, stopped them and 
Simpson, rushing forward, tore the 
banner down.

NEW YORK, July 4.—Suggestions 
that persons of German birth or 
Parentage be not sent to the firing 
line tn the war against Germany, 
but be given noncombatant work in- 
stead, were denounced as insulting 
to them, in an Independence Day 
address here today before Tam- 
many Hall by Representative Julius 
Kahn of California, who said he 
himself was born in Germany and 
resented “this attempt to put men 
like myself in the attitude of claim- 
ing divided allegiance.” Mr. Kahn, 
who is ranking Republican of the 
House Military Committee, is said, 
to be the first Republican in public 
life ever invited to address a Tam- 
Independence Day celebra- 

on. 

“Persons high in authority have 

repeatedly asserted that we entered 
the war for the benefit of humanity 
and in the interest of democracy,” 
Mr. Kahn sad. I voted for the 
war resolution because I believed in 
the protection of American lives, the 
safeguarding of American property 
and the maintenance of American 
honor and prestige. These are the 
principles for which I am ready to 
fight. In fighting for these things 
incidentally we fight for humanity 
and democracy.” 
Democracy itself is on trial, he 
said, and for that reason he believed 
in conscription. He called on all 
citizens, whether native or foreign- 
born, to show their undivided al- 
legiance,

those of Teutonie origin,” he said, “ 
unthinkable. Furthermore, it is ab- 
solutely ridiculous. It is an insult 
to the intelligence of the persons 
it would keep out of the trenches;

ONDON, July 4.—From twelve

the average farm. In ground that 
does not cave in, only an inside form 
will be needed for such a pit, except 
where the concrete extends a few 
Inches above the ground to prevent 
flooding by surface water. The floor 
should be reinforced with woven 
wire fencing, put in after about two 
inches of cement has been laid, the 
section of fencing being cut long 
enough to bend up a few inches at 
either end into the side walls. When 
the reinforcing has been put in, the 
remaining three inches of the floor 
laid and the forms for the side 
walls set up and used immediately. 
Use one part cement, two of sand, 
and four of screened gravel. A pit 
of this kind is large enough to hold 
the accumulation of manure on the 
average farm until such a time as 
it can be hauled conveniently to the 
field and spread. 
TO SAVE MANURE. 

“Another good way to save ma- 
nure, especially in the case of hogs 
or of beef cattle, is to have a con- 
crete-paved feed lot, preferably un- 
der a shed roof. Where the farmer 
cannot afford a paved floor, a cheap 
open feeding shed may be made to 
serve the purpose very well, if abun- 
dant bedding is used to absorb the 
valuable liquid manure. In such a 
feeding lot or shed, the manure is 
allowed to gather under the feet of 
the animals, each days bedding be- 
ing strewn over the well-tramped 
accumulation below. Some farmers 
using thie em arrange their feed 
racks so that they can be raised 
from time to time, making it possi- 
ble to feed till several feet of solid- 
ly-packed manure has accumulated 
under the shed. It has been shown 
that manure suffers liftie from heat 
ing and leaching when handled in 
this way. 

“The feeding shed serves the pur- 
pose of giving the general farm, or 
the beef cattle farm, something of 
the advantage in the matter of ma- 
nure saving held by the intensive 
dairy farm. It has been shown by 
farm management surveys that the 
manure saved on the American farm 
under present conditions is almost 
exactly proportional to the number 
of animals stall-fed on the farm, 
and that the manure of animals not 
stabled has very little effect on 
yields, except in cases where field 
crops are “hogged off" or otherwise 
Pastured down or where pasture is 
used in a rotation. 

WE ARE WASTERS. 


“This great war has brought home 
to us Americans, as it has never 
been emphasized before, the fact 
that we are the world’s champion 
wasters. Without making any com- 
parisons, and subject to correction if 
it can be shown that the facts are 
otherwise, I dare aver that our bil- 
lion-dollar manure waste is the 
world’s greatest single economic 
leak—the prize waste of the cham- 
pion wastrels. With commercial 
fertilizers scarce, and some of them 
almost unobtainable, it would seem 
well worth our while, in this junc- 
ture, even without any reference to 
war condilitons, to do everything 
within our power to stem this tide* 
of loss, especially in consideration 
of the fact that stable manure is 
the best form of fertilizer known. 
And when we consider further the 
possible effect of a billion dollars’ 
worth of manure upon world pro- 
duction at this time when the sole 
duty of saving the world from fam- 
ine devolves directly upon us—well, ) 
the vital need for manure pits and 
feeding lots in this broad land of

RARE EXPERIENCES. 


SAFE AFTER MANY VOYAGES 
THROUGH DANGER ZONE.

Travels from Buenos Aires by 
Way of London to Enlist in 
Navy After Two and One-half 
Years of Amazing Adventures 
Dodging Submarines. 


— 


CORRESPONDENCE } 

HOUSTON (Tex.) July 1.—Joseph 
F. Ray, a young American sailor 
who traveled all the way here from 
Buenos Aires by way of London in 
order to enlist in the navy, has 
probably had more wonderful sea 
experiences crowded into his lite 


during the past two and one-half 
years than has fallen te the lot of 
the ordinary seafaring man even 
during these days of unusual dan- 
gers of the deep. Ray has sailed the 
seven seas many times over since 
the war began. He made voyage 
after voyage through the submarine 
danger zones; he saw the wreckage 
of destroyed ehips all around him, 
but he came through the perils un- 
scathed. His story is one that must 
thrill the blood of all young men 
who love adventure. His statements 
were amply substantiated by docu- 
ments in his possession and by 
names and dates that he gave, many 
of which cannot be made public for 
obvious reasons. He sald: 

“Barly in 1915 I shipped out of 
Port Tacoma, Wash., on the Ameri- 
can ship Samar, carrying lumber to 
Sydney, Austrailia. I had been on 
coastwise steamers in the Pacific 
since. 1909. The Samar was a al- 
ing ship. —— were three months 

etti to ney. 

“There on the White 
Star Marathon, carrying Australian 
troops to England. We were three 
and a half months on the way. From 
Cape Town, South Africa, we were 
convoyed by a British light cruiser. 
We touched at Durban and at Dek- 
kar, in French West Africa, and had 
to wait at these ports for other ships 
to go in the convoy with us. We 
had no trouble on this trip and saw 
no submarines, though we got wire- 
less reports that they were all about 
us when we got up past Spain. We 
discharged the troops at Devonport 
and went on to London. Then we 
headed beck for Australia and took 
another lot of troops up. Each time 
we were convoyed from Cape Town, 
South Africa, to the channel by 4 
cruiser, and through the channel by 
trawlers (mine sweepers) and de- 
stroyers. 

“Next time we took 500 British 
troops from England around the 
Cape of Good Hope to German East 
Africa. Not many troops were com- 
ing through the Suez Canal—it was 
too risky. We landed the 500 at 
Kielway. There was heavy fighting 
inland at that time. We got a smal! 
batch of German prisoners there, 
eighteen privates and two officers, 
and took them down to Mombasa, 
in British Bast Africa. Then we 
headed on to Sydney, picked up an- 
other load of Australian troops and 
went back to England. Across the 
long stretch from Australia to Cape 
Town we had no escort. But at 
Cape Town we were escorted home 
by another cruiser. From Dekkar 
we made a zigzag course, out of the 
line of regular travel, over the 1800 
miles to England.” 

DESCRIBES CRUISER. 

“The cruiser (naming it) that con- 
voyed us on our first trip from Syd- 
ney to England had been in the fa- 
mous Islands fight. Her 


deck was patched up where shell 
had hit her. She sank the Dresden 
and helped sink a couple of other 
German ships whose names I can not 
remember. 

“The cruiser that convoyed us on 
other trip had a gold lettered sign 
on her bridge stating that she had 
sunk the Liepzig and another ship. 

“The next trip was just the same, 
to Australia and back with troops. 
It took six months and ten days to 
make the round trip. There was no 
trouble but we had to head in at 
Freetown, on the west coast of 
Africa. There were raiders reported 
outside. We of the crew were never 
told what the exact danger was. 

“A sister ship of ours, the Borda 
(Bordeaux,) was torpedoed on the 
same trip near Weymouth, Eng. I 
saw her right afterward. She had 
discharged her troops at Devonport, 
& navy yard four miles from Plym- 
outh, and was heading up channel 
to London when she was hit. The 
captain beached her. Two sailors 
were killed by the torpedo explosion. 
She was raised, patched and towed 
to drydock.” 

On every trip, Ray said, wreck- 


graveyard of fine ships, he called it. 

“The next time I shipped out of 
London for Buenos Aires, Argen- 
tina, on the British freighter Wai- 
mana. We took a cargo of coal to 
Montevideo, Uruguay, took on meat 
there, dropped down the estuary to 
Buenos Aires and filled up with 
wheat. 

“I had been thinking that I would 
get back to the United States as 
quick as I could and enlist in the 
navy. I tried to get paid off in 
Buenos Aires and come home to en- 
list, but they wouldn't release me. 
So I went back to London. 

“When we were about 100 miles 
off Weymouth, Eng., the bridge 
sighted a periscope. Two ships had 
been sunk that morning near that 
spot and we had been zigzagging for 
an hour under wireless orders from 
British ships near by. We were 
then under convoy of a destroyer. 

“The periscope bobbed up 400 or 
500 yards away. We were going eu- 
teen to seventeen knots at the time. 
She stayed on top. with just her per- 
iscope showing, for about a minute. 
Then she dived and we never saw 
her again. I suppose it was our de- 
stroyer escort that frightened her 
away. 

“When we got to Weymouth we 
had to go in and lie there for five 
days, until sixty or seventy ships 
came in. Then the bunch went up 
the channel together, under heavy 
escort of destroyers and mine sweep- 
ers. That is the way they do it now: 
take a big bunch of ships up to- 


gether. 
COMING HOME. 


* “Then I got my chance to get back 
to America and enlist in the navy. I 
shipped out of London on an oil 
tanker for an American port and 
then came down to Port Arthur. 
When I got there I was paid off and 
came right over to Houston to join 
the navy. 

“On that last trip we were con- 
voyed out about 150 miles from the 
west entrance to the English Chan- 
nel by mine sweepers and a torpedo 
boat. Then the convoy left us. The 
same day we got wireless warning 
from cruisers that ships were being 
sunk ahead of us. The merchant 
vessels and tankers are allowed to 
receive wireless, but not to send it, 
except calls for help if they are hit. 
Wireless reports kept coming in of 
submarines all around us. There 
were two nearly ahead, two on one 
side, two on the other side, and « 
couple behind us, all within fifty 
miles. But we never saw a subma- 
rine. There were lots of ships in 
sight all the time in those waters, 
most of them going in at that time. 
They were warned of the submarines, 
too, and were steering this way and 
that way, zigzagging along. 

“What is zigzgagging? Why, every 
eight or nine minutes the helm is 
shifted one and one-half to two 
points, first this way and then the 
other. When you are offshore you 
can twist along that way and not 
lose much time, and yet make it 
hard for a submarine to hit you. 
How much of a shift ts two points? 
Well, a complete turn in a full cir- 
cle takes you through thirty-two 
points of the compass. So two points 
is one-fourth of a quarter, or right- 
angled, turn.“

Impressive Service Held at 
Santa Ynez Mission. 


Picturesque Fiesta Follows 
Religious Ceremony. 
Judge Bledsoe is Orator at 
Santa Barbara Fete.

WIRE —EXCLASIVE 
SANTA BARBARA, July 4.—No- 
table services were held today at the 


| Santa Ynez Mission in honor of the 


one hundredth anniversary of the 
dedication of the mission. There 
were religious ceremonies in the 
church during the morning and an 
old-time Spanish fete in the after- 
noon, when Spanish dances and 
Spanish music featured the pro- 
gramme. At the church services 
Rev. Father C. N. Raley of Lompoc 
preached a sermon in English and 
Rev. Father A. Serra of Montecito 
preached in Spanish. 

Among the congregation were 
descendants of the original Indians 
who helped build the mission in 
1804 and participated in the solemn 
services of its dedication in 1817. 
The fathers are seeking to have the 
Pure Spanish spelling Santa Ines, 
instead of Santa Ynez, adopted and 
this effort was made part of 
days programme. 

PICTURESQUE FIESTA. 

Not only was the old chapel in 
which mass was celebrated restored 
largely to its original condition, but 
Rev. Father Raly, the celebrant, 
wore the same chasuble worn by Fa- 
ther Junipero Serra when he visited 
the mission more than 100 years 

Among the assistants were 
several Franciscan monks from San- 
ta Barbara Mission, who adhere to 
the simple brown robe and the san- 
dals of the early fathers. One hun- 
dred and fifty Indians from Tanis 
Cota Reservation, near the mission, 
led by their head man, Fernandito, 
now nearly 190 years old, attended 
the celebration and took part in the 
picturesque fiesta and fandango 
which followed the religious cere- 
monies. 

Santa Ynez Mission was founded 
by Padre Presidente Tapis and 
three other priests and several 
neophytes from Santa Barbara Mis- 
sion in 1804, but it was not dect 
cated until July 4, 1817. In 1837 
the mission was secularized, due to 
a dispute with Gov. Pio Pico over 
the rich mission properties, and the 
Franciscans were forced to leave. 
After 1850 it was abandoned and 
practically unoccupied until 1906 
when Father Alexander Buckler 
was assigned to the parish. Assisted 
by «the Native Sons of the Golden 
Weert and by individuals. Father 
Buckler has largely restored the 
main bullding and chapel and re- 
ballt the campanſle in which hang 
j Sve bronze bells of Spanish make. 

JOINT CELEBRATION. 

Independence Day was observed 
here by a joint gathering of the peo- 
ple of Ventura and Santa Barbara 
counties. It is estimated that 20. 
000 people witnessed the big parade 
in the morning, In which all the 
fraternal organizations of the two 
counties participated. The Red 
Cross Society entered an elaborate 
float and numerous sections typify- 
ing the Red Cross organizations in 
all countries from the time of the 
Crimean War to the present. An 
immense float was also entered by 
the American Film Company, in 
which Miss Frances Hammond of 
Montecito appeared as Goddess of 
Liberty. Japanese of the city en- 
tered a section of over 150 people, 
all carrying American flags. 

In the afternoon Federal Judge 
R. F. Bledsoe of Lag Angeles ad- 
dressed over 15,000 people at Oak 
Park. His subject was The Spirit 
of lAberty.” The Pacific Electric 
Band of Los Angeles furnished the 
music. Never in the history of the 
town has there been a Fourth of 
July celebration equal in enthusiasm 
and number of participants. No 
fireworks of any description were 
fired either by the Celebration Com- 
mittee or privately. This also was 
notable and was due to the express 
wish of the Washington authorities.

Mr. Gantvoort is one of the five 
men just named by Dr. C. C. Paxton, 
United States Commissioner of Bd- 
veation, to revise our present na- 
tional songs and make them more

Besides Mr. Gantvoort, the other 
members of the committee of five 
who are to revise the national songs 
are John Philip Sousa, Walter Dam- 
rosch, O. G. Sonneck, in charge of 
the music department of the Con- 
gressional Library, 
heart of Pittsburgh. 

“The song which the committee 
will frst improve is the ‘Star Span- 
gied Banner,” said Mr. Gantvoort. 
“We have to make the verses come 
out alike and then adapt the tune to 

t the verses. The music is right 
for one verse, but not for another. 
We are working on it measure by 
measure. 

“But we do not want Congress to 
make the Star Spangled 
the national hymn. The muse is 
almost as foreign as that of America. 
The tune was known in America as 
early as 1780. Key did not write the 
song until in 1812. There are six 
other poems sung to this tune, the 
strongest being ‘Adams and Liberty,’ 
which was published in 1804. 

“The music of the ‘Star 


Will Bar- 


longing to an Anacreontic Society, 
which was used by it for a jolly 
good fellows crowd, reciting the ad- 
ventures of Anacreon in heaven. 
Dr. Samuel Arnold was the author 
of the tune. 


“We shall suggest that Congress 
make the ‘Star Spangled Banner’ the 
flag song. Nothing can be done to 
‘America.’ Its only trouble is that 
the tune belongs to too many na- 
tions, but it is too beautiful to 
change. A good song like that is a 
happy marriage the text 
and the tune and it is not right to 
divorcee the one from the other, even 
if it wae a forced marriage. The 
words of this song wouldn't seem 
appropriate sung to any other tun 

“There is a lot of talk about ma - 
ing Sousa’s ‘Stare and Stripes’ the 
national song. But that is impossi- 
ble. The tune has all the character 
and all the spirit that a national 
song should have, but because there 
is no poem to go with the refrain it
